Movement of Icebergs. 

In tlie jii'estigation of tlie currents 
round tlie coast of Newfoimdland it 
has lieeii oliscrved that tlicre i.s at 
times a wide dilTereiice in tlie direction 
of tlie drift of icebergs and tliat of tlie 
fliit or iian i< e. wliicli. baviiig no great 
dciitli. is governed in its motions liy 
the surface currents ami tlie winds, 
wliereas tlie iceliergs, tlie larger parts 
of wliieli are sulimerged to a gretit 
dciitli. follow only ilie movement of 
tile ocean 'vater as :i wliole and are 
uninfluenced l.y tlie winds. In conse- 
(inence a litige berg may often be 
seen majestically iniiintainiiig its slow 
advance in opiio-ition to tlie wind and 
acros.s tlie general motion <if the fields 
of fliit ii'C surrounding it. Tlie sealers 
often take advantage of tliis ftict liy 
mooring llieir vessels to an icelierg 
iu order to prevent ti drift to leeward.

modern maeldnery have done mneh to 
expeditt* and improve tlie proeesses of 
inisliing tlie leatlier; lint, after ail. tlie 
principals of tanning remain tlie same 
ns they liave been from the first.—

Just Like Eve's Apple. 

A fruit siijiposed to Ixiar the mark of 
Eve's teeth is one of the many iKitan- 
Ic.'il curiosities of Ceylon. The tree on 
which it grows is known by tlie sig 
uiticant name of "tlie forbidden fruit." 
or "Eve’s apple tree.’’ The blossom 
has a very pleasant scent, but the real¬ 
ly rcmarkalde feature of the tree, the 
one to which it owes Its name, is the 
fniit. It is licaiitifiil and hangs from 
the tree in a peculiar manner. Orange 
on tlie outside and deep crimson with¬ 
in. each fruit has the appearance of 
having liid a fiiece bitten out of it. 
This fact, together with its poisonous 
quality, led the Mohammedans to rep¬ 
resent It as the forbidden fruit of the 
garden of Eden and to warn men 
against its noxious properties. The 
mark upon the fruit Is attribated to 
Eve. Why the bite of Adam did not 
also leave its mark Is not known, hot 
as only one piece seems to be missing 
its loss i.s ascribed to the woman.

What m.iii lias done, we are told, 
man ciiii do. l?nt to erect today a 
f;rpat fortitleation eoinparalile to the 
Great w;ill of China would he a heavy 
tax on botii the resonrees and the res¬ 
olution of Fnri’pe. A score or two of 
warships are all very well, hut the 
cc’st of lilbor anti tlie will inx*ol\ed in 
liuildin'.; tleets ean liardly lie compared 
to those devoted to tlie ImildinK of 
that i;reat li.-irrier aliout two ceiitiirie-s 
before tlie eomin;; of Christ, when 
Rome wtis strnL"_'Iinj; with Ilaiinibal. 

Two thonsaiid five hundred and fifty 
miles, inclndiim' spurs, arms and loops, 
is tlie Icn"ili ttscrilied to it Iiy Dr. W 
E. Geil. tlie only white man. we be¬ 
lieve. who has trtiveled the whole 
lensrth of it. It has liecii .said that the 
Great wall Is the only oliject of man’s 
liaiidiwoi'k whieli could ho discerned 
from the moeii. .'inil one e.alculation h.as 
it that if the nniterial of the wall were 
disposed .'iliniif tlie itlolio at tlie ef|ua- 
tor there would lie a wall pirdle eisht 
feet hi;;h and three feet thick around 
the earth.

He con¬ 
stantly tries to run him down, which 
makes strangers to Paris accuse the 
Paris cabniiin of driving badly, while 
in point of fact lie is not dri\ ing at 
all, hut playing with miraculous skill 
a game of ids own whicli suggests can¬ 
non Iiilliiiiils in 111 ,' him,is of a world’s 
champion. 

15nt it is not with the puldic alone 
that he is at war. On all other cale 
men whose |iath he crosses, on omni¬ 
bus drivers, motorcar men. liicyclists. 
private coai'hmen, costi’rmoiiger.s with 
barniws and (sotto vocei the tiolice he 
heaiis deadly insults, the least outra¬ 
geous of v.l'deh are “Oiirs:” ("Bear:’) 
and “Founiean:” (••Oven!’ i. the latter 
cmitalidiig a subtle double meaning, 
intelligible i.aly to those wli,> bate 
I'aris "argot” or slang at their linger 
ends and too long to explain. 

The cabman'.s wild career through 
the street:;, tl-.e constant wavering and 
slashing of Ins pitiless whip. Ids mad¬ 
cap hurtlemeiits and collisions, the 
frenzied gesliculatious which he ex¬ 
changes with his "fare,” the panic 
stricken flight of the agmii/.ed women 
whose lives he has endangered, the 
ugly rnslies which the public oecasioii- 
ally makes at him with a view to 
lynching him. the spruwliiigs and fall¬ 
ings of his matUlened. hysieri, al, starv¬ 
ing horse, ci.niribnte as much as any¬ 
thing to the sp.'ismodic intensity, the 
electric bine lire diablerie, which are 
characteristic of the general move¬ 
ment of I'aris. 

.All that can be said in mitigation of 
tlie Paris cabman’s method Is that 
•'lie has tlicm in the lilood.” Every 
Parisian (and the cahiuiin is no excep¬ 
tion) has the soul of a dicBitor and 
the spirit bf an artist. To exercise an 
tocratic power and. failing this, to eii 
joy tlie inaximiim of personal freedom 
from all restriiint. moral or social, is 
tlie gotil at wiiich lie is ever aimin 
oiieidy or secretly. 

Watch il Fai ls cabman, for instance, 
on a wet day or on some festival oc¬ 
casion. such as tile New Year, wlien 
there is a hi;; demand for ids services 
With v.liat hiinglity disdain does he 
drive along the streets, deaf to every 
appeal, refusing every fare, rejoicing 
in the discimfort and ineoiiveiiienee 
he is causing, trinmiihant in the 
ihonght that at last he has "the bour¬ 
geois" at his feet; tli:it the clientele 
which he detests and which detests 
Idm is now a linniiliated, bemuddied 
or liedraggled mob of sn|i|,lic:i.nls 
waiting on Ids will, wliom lie can en 
rage to b,,iliiig iioiut with Id.s sneers 
and his silence or lasli with his sar¬ 
casms as cruelly as lie heats his lierse. 

CheerfulA does lie sacrifice liiilt a 
day's etiridugs to the enjoyment of 
this exipiisite revenge, for at least lie 
can say to ids litmgry wife and chil¬ 
dren when he gets home, "J’ai veeu.” 
They may not have dined, but he has 
lived. 

It Is because the Parisian recognizes 
in Idmself a certain community of 
sentiment with the cabman in this at¬ 
titude toward life that he tolerates 
him, though he does not forgive him. 
—Harper’s Weekly.

ilalstcail loading and firing at the eiie 
iny with the liglit of vengeiuiee in Ids 
eye. Tliere was neltlier time nor in¬ 
clination to rciirove the boy for disobc 
dience of the order sending him limne. 
hut the general, maddened Himigli ho 
was with l,ee's treacliery, was not too 
oecuided to notice Nicholas lighting at 
the most important ixdnt. Tlie British 
were held off. Hie battle was renevvi'd. 
and when the liglit closed at niglitfall 
Washington made his dispositions t'l 
attack the next morning. 

Having slept during the niglit nmicr 
a large oak tree, he awoke lieforo 
dawn and mounted his liorse. Hut Hie 
liglit of day revealed the fact that the 
enemy had sliiqied away under cover 
of the darkness.
